According to the present invention we pro- 
25 vide a bleaching and disinfeaant prepara- 
tion comprising a germicidal compound which 
yidds chlorine on ccmtact with water, and an 
effervescing agent, the preparation on addition 
to water effervesdng and dissolving therein to 
30 produce an aqueous solution of chlorine. 

PreferaWy, the germiddal compound is 1 : 3- 
dichloro-5 : 5-dimethyihydantoin. 

Preferably, the effervesdng agent is a mix- 
^^.P^ ^ acyclic dicarboxylic add and an 
35 alkah bicarbonate. 

The preparation may be in tablet form. 
The germicidal compound is preferably con^ 
tained in a water-soluble aivelope which may 
take the form of a compressed coating of the 
40 effervesdngag^t or a sachet of water-sobble

closed m a coatmg conasting of a ccanpressed 
mixture of tartaric ad<^ sodhmi bicarbonate 
and magnesium stearatc to form a tablet The 55 
tablet when immersed in water effervesces and 
liberates chlorine to form a germiddally effec- 
tive sdutitm of hypochlorite.

Example 3 
A bleaching and disinfectant preparation 
comprises an inner core of dry powder com- 
taining dimethylcMora hydaotoin, as in Ex- 

10 ample 1, endosed in a water-soluble sachet of 
polyvinyl alcohol* When the preparation is 
inmiersed in water, the polyvinyl alcohol 
sachet dissolves and dilorine is liberated to 
form a soluticax of hypochlorous add. 

15 Thus the invention jm)vides a bleaching 
and disinfectant preparation which is in a 
compact^ dry form and which is simply thrown 
into water to form quickly an efficient bleach- 
ing and disinfectant sdmion.

A bleaching and disinfectant preparation has 
an inner core as in Example 2^ carclosed in a 
water-soluble satchet of polyvinyl alcohol as in 
Example 3,

WHAT WE CLAIM IS: — 

1. A bleaching and disinfectant preparation 
comprising a germicidal compound which 
yfelds chlorine on contact with water, and an 
tffervesdng agent, the preparation m addi- 

30 tion to water effervescing and dissolving there- 
in to produce an aqueous solution of dilorine. 

2. A prep^tion according to claim 1, 
wherein Ae germiddal cornpound is l:3-di- 
chloro-5 : 5-dinjethylhydantoin. 

35 3. A prepacatian according to daim 1 or 2, 
wherein the effervescing agent is a mixture 
of an acyclic dicarboxylic add and an alkali 
metal bicarbonate. 
4. A preparation according to daim 3, 



wherein the effervescing agent is a mixture of 40 
tartaric add and soditmi bicarbonate. 

5. A preparation according to daim 3, 
wherein the effervescing agent is a mixture of 
adipic add and sodiimi bicarbonate. 

6. A preparation according to any one of 45 
the preceding claims, in tattet form. 

7. A preparation according to daim 6 
induding a binding agent 

8. A preparation according to claim 7, 
wherein die binding agent is acada. 50 

9. A pr^jaratio© according to any one of 
the pteCeding claims^ whereiii die germiddal 
agent is ccmtained in a water-soIuWe envelope, 

10. A preparation according to daim 9, 
wherein tfe water soluble env^pe is a com- 55 
pressed coating oi the cffervesdng agent 

11. A preparadon according to claim 10, 
wherein the water soluble envdope is a com- 
pressed mixture of tartaric add, sodium bi- 
carbonate and magnesium stearate. 60 

12. A prqjaration according to daim 10, 
wherein the water-soluble envdope is a com- 
pressed mixture of adipic add, sodium car- 
bonate acada and stearic add, 

13. A preparation according to any one 65 
of daims 1 to 5. and 9, wherein the envelope 

is a catdiet of a water soluble resinous 
materiaL 

14. A preparation according to daim 13, 
wherein the satchet is of polyvinyl alcdid. 70 

15. A bleaching and disinfectant preparation 
according to any one of Examples 1, 2, 3 or 4. 
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
